NEW  YORK,  March  31 — Governor 
Smith  of  New  York  and  Herbert 
Hoover  will  be  the  Dem6cratic  and 
Republican  nominees  for  president, 
Col.  E.  M.  House  predicted  today  on 
his  departure  to  Europe. 

House  declined  to  commit  himself 
further,  saying;  “I  am  out  of  politics 
for  good,  and  my  only  interest  is  that 
of  an  observer.” 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  March  31 
— Commander  Richard  Byrd  is  com- 
pleting arrangements  with  navy  of- 
ficials here  for  tests  of  the  radio  ap- 
paratus with  which  he  hopes  to  keep 
in  comunication  with  the  outside  world 
on  his  forthcoming  expedition  to  the 
south  pole. 

Commander  Byrd  says  he  will  have 
sufficient  apparatus  to  permit  him  both 
to  send  and  receive  communications 
constantly  while  he  is  in  the  Antarctic 
region. 

DELAWARE,  Ohio,  March  31— 

The  town  that  acclaimed  Senator 
Frank  B.  Willis  last  night  as  its  favor- 
ite son  candidate  for  the  Republican 
presidential  nomination  was  in  mourn- 
ing today,  hardly  recovered  from  the 
shock  of  his  death  a few  minutes  be- 
fore he  was  to  deliver  a campaign 
speech.  Plans  to  have  his  body  lie  in 
state  in  Gray  chapel,  Ohio  Wesleyan 
university,  where  death  suddenly  elim- 
inated him  from  the  contest  with  Her- 
bert Hoover  for  the  Ohio  delegation 
to  the  Republican  national  convention, 
were  completed  today. 

The  funeral  services  will  be  held 
Tuesday  at  2:00- o’clock  in  Gray  chap- 
el. The  funeral  sermon  will  be  de- 
livered by  Senator  Simeon  D.  Fess. 

PORTLAND,  Ore.,  April  2— Today 
added  another  disaster  to  the  many 
which  has  delt  much  misery  to  the 
United  States  this  year.

Paradoxical  though  it  may  seem, 
Daisy  Jean,  Belgian  'cellist,  will  give 
a recital  at  College  Hall  on  Wednes- 
day, April  4,  assisted  by  Daisy  Jean, 
Belgian  soprano.  Yet  the  statement 
is  accurate.  Being  a ’cellist  of  inter- 
national note  and  a singer  of  fame. 
Miss  Jean,  in  her  oiyn  right,  is  able 
to  give  her  own  “joint  recital.”  This 
fact  has  made  her  a rarity  among  the 
mu.sical  artists  since  she  is  the  only 
recitalist  now  before  the  public  who 
does  this  sort  of  thing.  To  add  to 
this  dazzling  array  of  talent,  Miss' 
Jean  is  also  a harpist  and  accom- 
panies her  own  songs  on  this  instru- 
ment. 

When  she  was  nine  years  old  Miss 
Jean  beg^  to  study  the  harp  at  the 
Brussels  'Conservatory.  Four  years 
later  she  started  to  study  the  ’cello  as 
well.  At  seventeen  she  graduated 
from  the  Conservatory  with  highest 
honors  in  both  instruments.  Subse- 
quently it  was  discovered  that  she  had 
a voice  of  great  loveliness.  Th(s  talent 
she  used  but  sparingly  for  several 
years  until  she  was  urged  by  critics 
and  friends  to  study  singing  seriously. 

Now,  at  her  recitals,  Miss  Jeap 
generally  gives  two  groups  of  songs 
at  the  harp  as  well  as  'cello  numbers. 
The  uniqueness  of  her  accomplish- 
ment and  more  especially  the  excel- 
lence of  Her  performances  have  made 
her  an  artist  much  in  demand  both  in 
this  country  and  in  Europe. 

In  London  Miss  Jean’s  recitals  of 
songs  and  'cello  numbers  are  features 
of  many  exclusive  musical  salons  held 
by  members  of  the  nobility.  She  was 
introduced  to  London  at  a special 
musicale  given  for  her  by  Lord 
Leverhulme,  who  had  heard  her  play 
before  the  Belgian  court.  So  suc- 
cessful was  her^  recital  that  for  many 
months  her  time  was  given  .over  to 
private  performances  and  the  general 
public  was  forced  to  wait  for  her  first 
public  recital. 

For  the  past  few  years  Miss  Jeap 
has  been  spending  the  greater  part 
of  her  time  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  so  that  her  appearances 
abroad  have  been  limited  to  vacation 
periods,  which,  according  to  Miss 
Jean,  are  quite  as  strenuous  as  regular 
“working  days.”

Dr,  and  Mrs.  Christen  Jensen  and 
daught^,  Lorna,  accompanied  by  Dr. 
Jensen’s  sister,  Miss, Marie  Jensen  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  left  Provo  Monday 
for  a five-month’s  trip  to  Europe. 

They  will  sail  from  New  York  op 
the  Leviathan  on  Aijril  14  and  arrive 
in  Cherbourg,  France,  April  20.  They 
will  then  cross  France  by  train  to 
Marseilles  from  where  they  will  em- 
bark April  24  for  -a  cruise  on  tHe 
Mediterranean  which  will  take  them 
to  Egypt,  Palestine,  Smyrna,  Con- 
stantinople, Athens,  and  Naples.

H.  S.  Men  Put  In

Young  Ace  Place*  Among 
Leaders  in  Preliminaries,  is 
Given  Chance  for  Olympic* 


Has  Battery  of  Records  in 
Rocky  Mt.  Meets;  Perform- 
ance Surprises  Critics 


Bud  Shields  our  bwn  ace  of  swim- 
ming aces,  came  through  with  colors 
flying  to  shatter  three  records  in  win- 
ning the  440-yard  free  style  and  the 
220-yard  free  style  at  the  national  in- 
ter-collegiate meet  held  at  Philadelphia 
last  Saturday  night,  giving  him  high- 
est individual  honors  and  singly  hand- 
ed winning  for  his  alma  mater,  a tie 
for  fourth  place  with  Stanford  uni- 
versity. 

Bud  swam  the  440-yard  free  style  in 
5:08  4-10,  breaking  the  national  col- 
legiate A.  A.  record  of  5:23  8-10  set 
by  O'  Connor  of  Stanford  in  1926,  and 
smashing  the  national  intercollegiate 
record  of  5:09  8-10  made  by 'Samson 
of  Michigan  in  1927.  Bud  was  in  the 
lead  from  the  start  and  he  led  Ault, 
his  nearest  rival  by  fifteen  feet  at  the 
finish. 

In  the  220-yard  free  style  event, 
Shields  broke  the  national  inter-col- 
legiate record  of  2:23  5-10  set  by 
Samson  of  Michigan  in  1927,  by  covy 
ering  the  course  in  2:19  8-10,  almost 
four  second  faster  than  the  former  re- 
cord. At  the  finish  of  this  race 
Schwartz,  Northwestern’s  star  pad- 
dler,  was  ten  feet  behind  the  B.  Y.  U. 
entry. 

Shields  was  high  point  man  of  the 
meet,  his  two  first  places  giving  him 
ten  pioints  the  same  as  was  won  by 
Stanford  university  natators.  This  is 
something  that  no  other  Utah  swim- 
mer has  ever  done,  for  no  Utah  pad- 
dler  has  ever  before  won  a first  place 
honor,  let  alone  shattered  three  re- 
cords in  capturing  two  first  places. 

To  qualify  in  the  preliminaries  for 
a place  in  the  finals  a man  must  navi- 
gate the  course  in  one  of  the  five 
best  times  turned  in,  and  Bud  had 
little  difficulty  in  doing  this  Friday 
night,  for  in  the  440-yard  free  style 
his  was  the  second  best  time,  Ault  of 
Michigan  being  first.  Shield’s  time 
was  5:22.6.  In  the  220-yard  event  he 
turned  in  third  best  time,  Schwarts, 
former  national  record  holder  being 
first  with  a time  of  2:24;  Ault  was 
second  with  2:24.5,  and  Shields  came 
in  third  with  2:26.  Shields  has  been 
training  in  a 60-foot  pool  and  the  one 
M(here  the  meet  was  held  is  a seventy- 
five  {©ot  poql.  This  may  have  bother- 
ed him  some  the  first  night,  but  evi- 
dently not  on  the  second  evening. 

Previous  to  the  meet  Saturday  dope- 
sters  favored  Shields  for  second  in 
both  events,  with  a possible  first  in 
either,  so  it  came  as  rather  a surprize 
to  most  followers  of  the  aquatic  sport 
to  learn  of  Bud’s  spectacular  perform- 
ance in  taking  both  firstsi 

He  holds  the  senior  inter-mountain 
A.  A.  U.  record  of  26  seconds  for  tHe 
5#-yard  free  style;  the  inter-mbuntain 
A.  A U.  record  of  5 minutes  and  32 
seconds  for  the  440-yard  free  style, 
and  the  record  of  6 minutes’  14  3-5 
seconds  for  the  500  yard  free  style; 
the  record  of  1 minute  54  1-5  seconds 
for  the  150  yard  back  stroke;  and  a 
place  on  the  400-yard  relay  team.  In 
the  junior  inter-mountain  class  he 
holds  the  record  for  the  breast  stroke, 
220-yards,  3:06  4-5;  and  the  recor<l 
for  the  back  stroke,  150  yards  at  1:54 
3-5.  He  also  holds  the  inter-collegiate 
record  of  :57.2  for  the  100-yard  free 
style  and  the  inter-scholastic  record 
for  the  40-yard  free  style,  100-yard 
free  style;  ^0-yard  back  .stroke,  and 
the  100-yard  back  stroke.
